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At the onset, the Examiner would like to direct applicants to patentable subject 
matter present in the disclosure. If Applicant's decide to file a request for continued 
examination (RCE), the Examiner Urges Applicants to request an Interview with the 
Examiner to discuss the patentable subject matter and to resolve any outstanding 
issues to expedite the application to allowance. 

Applicant argues that Gutenson fails to disclose the claimed 'dissemination 
means' in particular that Gutenson fails to disclose the multiple connectors for each 
gateway/system are present 

As responded to previously, the Examiner is not convinced that the dissemination 
means is adequately supported in the specification, thus it is not clear what structure, 
material or acts are required for performing the recited function. As a result, Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Gutenson fails to disclose a second and third set of 
connectors connected to the support means and thus fails to anticipate all the 
limitations. 

The Examiner respectfully concurs that Gutenson fails to anticipate the use of 
second and third set of connectors. It is noted that Examiner rejected this limitation 
based on obviousness and not anticipation. The Applicant's failed to provide any 
convincing arguments as to why it would have been obvious to modify Gutenson to 
include this limitation. 
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
